APPLICANTS' SUPPLEMENTAL INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Following Applicants' request to the Examiner and his supervisor to withdraw the finality 
of the Office Action dated June 1 8, 2007 because the rejection cited a new reference and 
contained explanatory information that should have been in the first Office Action, Applicants' 
undersigned representative was advised in a telephonic interview on August 8, 2007 that a new 
Office Action would be issued addressing Applicants' concerns. An Examiner's Interview 
Sunmiary Record dated August 23, 2007 provided written confirmation of the foregoing. 

Having not received the promised new Office Action, Applicants' undersigned 
representative called Examiner Ehichioya on September 12, 2007 to remind the Examiner that 
the three-month deadline for Appeal is September 18, 2007 and to inquire as to the status of the 
new Office Action. The Examiner advised he could not prepare the new Office Action this 
week, but would do it on Monday, September 17, 2007 after speaking to his supervisor regarding 
the precise content of the new Office Action. Surprisingly, the Examiner could not say whether
